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FOREST FIRE PROBLEM SERIOUS 


The year 1947 was one of the worst periods of 
drouth and forest fire occurrence in eastern United 
States history. Lack of water ruined crops, lowered 
water levels and dried up brooks everywhere. Three 
months of deficient rainfall and abnormally high tem- 
peratures resulted in many fires which were mostly 
well controlled and kept within bounds. Only the 
high winds beginning on October 23rd caused a few 
fires to escape beyond immediate control. These few 
fires resulted in burning some 15,000 acres and the 
loss of 63 or more buildings in four New Hampshire 
towns. 

All October fires were costly. They burned deep- 
ly in the ground and required day and night patrol of 
large crews of men until the rains came late in Octo- 
ber. Towns which escaped from serious fires might 
easily have been in the midst of the most serious con- 
flagrations we had. 

Governor Dale closed the woods effective at mid- 
night of October 15th. With the blow-up of October 
23rd, a second proclamation closed all back roads and 
authorized towns to inaugurate patrol. The effect of 
this was to cut down subsequent fires for the rest of 
the dry period. 

- Local fire warden forces performed an admirable 
job to hold the more than 200 fires that occurred dur- 
ing this October period. Many men were taxed to the 
utmost as the emergency continued. To them and all 
those who did their work, the people of New Hamp- 
shire owe a debt of gratitude. The state forest fire 
control agency based on local town wardens and town 
crews wherever adequately equipped rose to the occa- 
sion and met the test in whatever town their services 
were needed. 
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It is now time to take stock everywhere of our 
fire fighting facilities for the season ahead and to make 
them adequate where necessary. To this end town 
fire plans and training programs for wardens, depu- 
ties and other key men in each district are being ar- 
ranged or in progress. If equipment and tools are in- 
sufficient properly to equip the available man power 
in each community with the right tools for the job, 
they should be provided for at once. The yearly ad- 
dition of fire tools to the town supply will generally 
need to be built up. The state sells tools to the towns 
and shares one-half their cost. Good equipment is im- 
portant and can help greatly to keep both damage and 
fire costs at a minimum. 


For many years we have requested our wardens 
not to issue burning permits except on rainy days. 
This regulation will be in effect again this year as it is 
one of the best means of assuring such fires from get- 
ting out of control. Nine out of every ten fires can be 
prevented, 98 percent of all fires being due to human 
carelessness. Be sure to get a permit for any fire in 
or near woodland when the ground is free from snow. 
Be sure your fires are always out before you leave 
them. Help us in getting the travelling public to 
keep from throwing out lighted matches or cigarettes. 
Be careful of all fires in or near woodland.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Middleton: 


The school year ending June 30, 1947, was historic 
in New Hampshire education. During this year 
twelve Lay-Professional Councils of thirty-six mem- 
bers each on a state-wide basis, were formed for the 
purpose of studying New Hampshire schools and ad- 
vising on their program. These 432 members and | 
hundreds of guests studied the purposes and curricu- 
lum of elementary, secondary, adult, higher, and voca- 
tional education in the state; policies on cooperation 
among school districts; financial policies; and the re- 
sponsibility of local, state and federal agencies for the 
welfare of the educational system of our state. The 
conclusions of the twelve committees were coordinated 
in a single report and published by the State Board of 
Education. This report is an outstanding contribu- 
tion to the field of education and should be read by 
every citizen. 

One of the most important outcomes of this work 
was the stimulus to greater cooperation between citi- 
zens, parents and members of the profession. Our 
schools would benefit greatly by similar projects on a 
local scale. This is being done in two districts through 
recently formed Parent-Teacher Associations. 


Of primary importance was an act by the 1947 
Legislature whereby state aid was increased to 
$2,000,000.00. Most of our towns benefitted material- 
ly by this, with a consequent relief of real estate taxa- 
tion. 

But the problems of our schools never cease. A 
marked increase in school population in most towns, in- 
creases in cost in all departments, and the scarcity of 
qualified teachers raise important questions that de- 
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mand the serious consideration of every citizen. In 
your schools today are your future selectmen, repre- 
sentatives, school board members, doctors, lawyers, 
teachers, and merchants. They must be trained ade- 
quately to discharge the responsibilities on the local, 
state and national level that you now bear. 


The Ridge School was under the able direction of 
Miss Roberta Giddings and in spite of some interrup- 
tions a successful year was completed. Two pupils 
were graduated and went on to the Union School. Fight 
pupils from Middleton were registered at Spaulding 
High School and two at Farmington High School. 
Three were graduated from the elenen grade at the 
Union School. 


This year, 1947-1948, there are thirty pupils in 
the Ridge School which fills the building to capacity. 
There are nine pupils attending grades seven and eight 
at Union. Any further increase in the registration 
in the first six grades will necessitate some change in 
housing arrangement. Either another school will have 
to be opened or more pupils transported to some neigh- 
boring school. The opening of a second school would 
nearly double the cost. The normal capacity of the 
Ridge School building is about twenty pupils. The 
present enrollment makes it very crowded and places 
a very heavy burden on the teacher. 


The cordial cooperation of the members of the 
School Board, parents, Miss Giddings, and pupils makes 
my work in Middleton a pleasure.
